appropriated $213,384,212 for the 1917 
naval building program. 
The act was 
approved August 29. 1916, and the 
money has ever since been available. 
Of the- 66 vessels authorized, how­ 
ever, in this, the greatest prepared­ 
ness step in the history of the nation, 
66 keels yet remain to be laid. 
Inability 
to 
agree on term s and 
costs demanded by private yards have 
been responsible for the delay, accord-1 
ing to Secretary Daniels. 
Contracts are yet to be signed for I 
eight of the proposed new vessels, and 
of the 58 others there remain 18 au­ 
thorized subm arines for which the 
building term s are not yet complete. 
{ 
For the entire program of construc­ 
tion, bids have been received for all 
but one vessel. 
This is an amm uni­ 
tion ship for which bids were opened 
Jan. 3. 
Contracts already have been 
placed for four battleships, 20 destroy­ 
ers, and 30 subm arines. 
For eighteen 
of the last named, however, certain 
details yet rem ain to be worked out 
before their construction can be sta rt­ 
ed. 
Four authorized battle cruisers are 
also awaiting final action on building 
term s before their keels can be laid. 
U nder the appropriation act pro­ 
visions must be made for the con­ 
struction of tile entire program by 
February 29.

ARGENTINE STATE IN 
HANDS OF RECEIVER 


BUENOS AIRES, Jan. 9.—The Ar­ 
gentine state of E ntre Rios, today is 
in the hands of a receiver, whose duty 
is not to wind up the province’s affairs 
but to straighten them out. 
The Entre Rios receiver, or inter­ 
vener, is Dr. Joaquin S. de Anchorena. 
The provincial governor is Der Nig­ 
uel Laure.icena. 
Dr. Laurencena is a 
radical, like national President Irig- 
oyen. 
The E ntre Rios legislature is 
due to elect two senators to send to 
the federal upper house 
in 
Buenos 
Aires. 
On joint ballot the legislature 
is radical by a m ajority of two votes. 
Therefore the two senators presum ­ 
ably will be radicals. 
The conservative m em bers of tho 
legislature do not w ant this to hap­ 
pen. 
Consequently they stay away 
from the sessions and Gov. Lauren- 
cona cannot get a quorum. 
A fter repeated attem pts 
to 
over­ 
come this difficulty the governor ap­ 
pealed to the president. 
The presi­ 
dent placed the situation in the hands 
of Dr. de Anchorena, as receiver, or 
intervener. 
Federal intervention in the prov­ 
inces is not unusual in Argentina. 
W hen President Irigoyen went into 
office, as a radical, there were many 
predictions th at he would radicalize 
all the conservative states by means 
of intervention. 
This is the way in which it was 
prophesied President irigoyen would 
do it, but there has been only the one 
case so far. 


EXPERTS DIFFER ON 
UNIVERSAL TRAINING 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Widely di- 
vergent views as to the proper mili­ 
tary policy for the United States were 
laid before the Senate subcom mittee 
on universal service by Captain V. H. 
Moseley, of the general staff 
of Hie 
army, and M ajor W illiam G. H arlee of 
the marine corps. The com m ittee also 
heard urgent recom m endations 
that 
universal m ilitary training be enacted 
from a score of surgeons and 
physi­ 
cians representing the im portant med­ 
ical associations of the country.
